1. I hold a Ph.D. in Pharmacology and Epidemiology, awarded me in 1980 by 
University of Oslo, Department of Medicine. 

2. I am currently the Chief Executive Officer of Mericon, AS, of Skien, 
Norway, a company that designs and oversees clinical studies of proposed new pharmaceuticals. 

3. I have coordinated and monitored a phase II clinical study of the 
effectiveness of four different synthetic peptides for stimulating the immune system of a human 
to produce an HIV-1 immune response. The peptides all correspond to conserved domains of the 
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HIV-1 p24 capsid protein. They are the peptides that are identified in the above-captioned patent 
application as SEQ ID NO: 3, 6, 11, and 18. Attached hereto, as Exhibits A and B, are two 
reports that discuss the results of that study.
